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Why wasn't Quadrant appeal halted earlier? 


TOWN councillors have 
been asking why the 
South West Quadrant ap¬ 
peal wasn’t deemed un¬ 
lawful when it was raised 
last year - after the re¬ 
jected appeal cost West 
Dorset District Council 
around £20,000. 

A three-day appeal had 
been planned to start last 
Tuesday (January 26th) 
but within hours the plan¬ 
ning inspector Simon 
Rawle ruled the appeal 
unlawful. 

The inspector ruled that 
the district council could 
not appeal its joint appli¬ 
cation with developers 
Haywards & Co under 
Town and Country Plan¬ 
ning Regulations. 

The faulted appeal cost 
the district council around 
£20,000 but the legal 
issue which stopped it 
was raised in October last 
year. 

Bridport Town Council 
leader Dave Rickard said: 
“The appeal was a bit of a 
farce and I can’t believe 
several things that went

“I can’t believe that the 
district council were in a 
partnership and they did¬ 
n’t know the rules of that 
partnership and I can’t 
believe the planning in¬ 
spector couldn’t have 
made the decision sooner 
and had to waste the time 
of going to the appeal. 

“Everyone had to be 
fully prepared for a three- 
day appeal and it wasted 
a lot of time, effort and 
money and a lot of good 
will was lost.” 

Bridport Town Council¬ 
lor Karl Wallace added: “I 
would like to have seen it 
debated fully. It’s a totally 
different ball game now 
and I don’t know what’s 
going to happen. 

“I’m concerned about 
how much public money 
has been spent and you 
have to ask why the dis¬ 
trict council didn’t look 
into this first before hir¬ 
ing a barrister.” 

West Dorset District 
Council leader Robert 
Gould said: “West Dorset 
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50 Broad Street, Lyme Regis 
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25% OFF ALL 
CLOTHES, COATS 
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District Council is very 
concerned at the waste of 
public money as a result 
of the inspector’s deci¬ 
sion. 

“The Planning Inspec¬ 
torate was aware of this 
issue back in October 
when the district council 
raised concerns by writ¬ 
ing and asking for guid¬ 
ance on whether the 
appeal was valid. 

“Had the inspectorate 
made this decision then, it 
would have saved all par¬ 
ties the great expense of 
hiring barristers and con¬ 
sultants. 

“The estimated cost to 
West Dorset District 
Council is £20,000. 

“At a time when public 
expenditure is under great 
pressure, it is regrettable 
that the Planning Inspec¬ 
torate has made this deci¬ 


sion so late in the day.” 

Bridport Town Council¬ 
lor and West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Councillor David 
Tett had been in support 
of the development. 

“I was very disap¬ 
pointed and this decision 
has set the whole process 
back some years. 

“There were things 
about the plans that I did¬ 
n’t really like and it cer¬ 
tainly needed some fine 
tuning but by and large 
the scheme met the needs 
of affordable housing in 
West Dorset and in partic¬ 
ular Bridport and the sur¬ 
rounding areas. 

“It would have given 
additional employment 
and it was a golden op¬ 
portunity. 

“It is money down the 
drain and they have been 
led up the garden path. 
This is not a dead duck 
but I am concerned that 


Haywards will walk away 
from it now. 

“They were incensed at 
the decision but it would 
be catastrophic if they 
throw in the towel,” he 
said. 

Andrew Leppard of the 
Friends of St Michael’s 
added: “We were shocked 
at the verdict having pre¬ 
pared well to take the pro¬ 
posed urban development 
to pieces through plan¬ 
ning regulations that had 


been ignored. 

“Now our aim is to en¬ 
sure consultations are 
made properly and to help 
make the next proposal 
more appropriate and less 
destructive. 

“Investment is badly 
needed on the estate and 
if secured we could at¬ 
tract an increase in busi¬ 
ness and visitors to 
Bridport without destroy¬ 
ing anything.”

■ HOW did you get into the career? 

I’ve been a PA all my life basically. My first job when I 
left college was for my brother who is an antique dealer 
and was an interior designer at the time. I was only 18 at 
the time and I have been working for him for a long time. 
I just like the freedom of what I’m doing now and being 
self-employed. It was a big gamble but it paid off. 

■ WHAT would be your dream job? 


Probably working with animals in some way but I would 
probably find it too distressing because I’m a real animal 
lover.

My favourite artists are Dante Gabriel Rossetti and 
Burne-Jones. I think their work is so stunning. I can’t 
even begin to tell you why but for so many years I have 
loved them. From the modern world I am a big fan of Lu¬ 
cian Freud, again I can’t tell you why but I love his stuff. 

■ WHAT tips would you give to gardeners in the 
cold weather? 

Stay inside, I’ve been itching to get back outside but I 
think just stay inside and leave well alone basically. Plan 
as well, that’s what I’m doing at the moment. Planning 
what I’m going to do in the summer, it’s a good time to 
do that.

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West Bay shipwrecked sailor 
arrested on his return to area 


Money continues to roll in 


A SHIPWRECKED sailor who fled the country after 
building up debts in West Bay has been arrested after 
returning to the south west. 

In June last year, John Orme-Dawson’s 24ft wooden 
boat sank off the coast of West Bay and a major rescue 
operation involving Lyme lifeboat and the coastguard 
helicopter was needed to save him. 

Mr Dawson claimed that a watertight container car¬ 
rying £6,000 was lost along with his vessel leaving 
him with no money. 

The sailor spent a couple of months living in West 
Bay following the incident as he got his life back to¬ 
gether but then disappeared without a trace allegedly 
owing the West Dorset District Council over £1,000 
and a local crane hire company £400. 

The sailor also began a collection to help raise 
money to repair his vessel, which angered some local 
residents. 

A 61-year-old man believed to be the missing sailor 
was arrested by the Marine Section of Dorset Police 
in Taunton on Sunday, January 17th. 

Police interviewed the man “regarding allegations of 
fraud in relation to the rescue of his shipwrecked 
boat”. 


As yet the man has not been charged. He has been 
released on bail while enquiries continue and must re¬ 
port back on Monday, March 15th. 

During his stay at West Bay residents claimed the 
sailor was given cheap accommodation, free use of a 
car, a workshop and even a pair of glasses. 

Chris Deacon, who originally accommodated the 
sailor at reduced rates, said: “I don’t know how he has 
got the temerity to think that people are going to be 
gullible after this length of time to still believe what 
he is saying. 

“I hope that society will be somehow protected from 
people like this who prey on the goodwill of others 
and should it be proven I would be delighted to see 
justice done. The question is, if there is a similar oc¬ 
currence, what do we do? Do we stand back and ig¬ 
nore the plight of someone or do we do what is natural 
to us and extend our charity and goodwill to someone 
in need. 

“The people of West Bay did what they do naturally 
and that is just to give generously and extend their car¬ 
ing nature to look after this man. 

“We take people on face value but sadly that is not 
always deemed the best way to do things.”

PROPOSAL FOR BLANKET 20MPH SPEED LIMIT IN BRIDPORT 


A BLANKET 20mph 
speed limit for Bridport 
will be considered after re¬ 
viewing a similar scheme 
to be trialled in Dorchester. 

The proposal was raised 
by Bridport Town Coun¬ 
cillor Karl Wallace at last 
week’s meeting of the 
town council’s Highways 
and Transportation Sub- 
Committee. 

A number of roads in 
Dorchester are to have a 
20mph speed limit en¬ 
forced to reduce accident 
rates as part of a trial 
scheme. 

Councillor Wallace said: 


“I think we should look at 
what happens there and 
then look at it seriously. 

“Maybe it won’t work 
and maybe there will be 
areas it works really well. 
It is a popular idea that 
works well up and down 
the country. 

“If it could improve the 
quality of life or reduce ac¬ 
cidents then I think it’s 
something we should look 
at.” 

The idea sparked strong 
reaction from other coun¬ 
cil members who believe a 
blanket speed limit is not 
the answer. 


Keith Day responded: “I 
think a blanket 20mph 
speed limit is totally im¬ 
practical and unnecessary. 

“I don’t think it would be 
very popular in this town 
to have speed bumps 
everywhere and I have had 
lots of phone calls saying 
please do something to 
stop the blanket 20mph 
speed limit.” 

Councillor David Tett 
supported this view: “I 
honestly do not feel a blan¬ 
ket 20mph speed limit is at 
all necessary. What I 
would ask for is that the 
public are fully, and I em¬ 


phasise fully, consulted. 

“This is a very important 
issue and I think Council¬ 
lor Day is spot on, this is 
not necessary at all,” he 
said. 

Councillor Wallace de¬ 
fended the proposal: “It is 
important that the public 
are involved in a full con¬ 
sultation. We need to hear 
what they want and listen 
to what they want” he said. 

“But this was not my 
agenda, Joe Public came to 
me with this. I think we 
should wait to see the re¬ 
sult of the trial scheme in 
Dorchester and then re¬ 


view the situation in six 
months.” 

After the meeting Coun¬ 
cillor Keith Day added: “ I 
believe that the proposed 
‘blanket’ 20 mph speed 
limit throughout Bridport 
is unnecessary, impractical 
and probably unenforce¬ 
able. 

“I do not want to see a 
situation created where 
visitors are deterred from 
using Bridport. 

“On the other hand, a 20 
mph limit throughout West 
Bay, would be beneficial 
in so many ways. Safety - 
especially for visitors with 


children would be im¬ 
proved - and it may also 
deter the ‘boy-racers’.”

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New government scheme 
could help you get online 


LOW-INCOME families in West 
Dorset are being encouraged to take 
up a government initiative offering 
grants to buy a computer and get 
online at home. 

Home Access is a national 
scheme, which aims to give families 
their own computer and internet ac¬ 
cess to help their children continue 
learning at home. 

If you’re a low-income family, 
you could qualify for a grant to buy 
a computer and/or at least one 
years’ internet access. 

The programme is aimed at those 
that need it most and targets fami¬ 
lies that do not have access to their 
own computer or the internet. 

Dorset County Council’s cabinet 
member for children’s services Toni 
Coombs said: “Children who have 
access to technology at home tend 
to do better in school exams, learn 
and achieve more, and have fun 
while they’re doing it. It also bene¬ 
fits the whole family. 

“As well as allowing parents to 
find out more about what, and how, 
their children are doing at school, 
Home Access will help families to 
sign up for online courses, apply for 
jobs online, access online govern¬ 
ment services, and save money.” 

The programme is being rolled out 
across England, with eligible fami¬ 
lies able to apply for a Home Access 
Grant to pay for a computer and/or 
internet package. 

To qualify, families must have a 
child in years three to nine (usually 


aged 7-14), who is entitled to re¬

WORK TO IMPROVE BRIDPORT'S 
TRAFFIC FLOW SET TO CONTINUE 


by Tom Glover 


WORK to improve Brid- 
port’s town centre traffic 
flow is expected to con¬ 
tinue in the coming 
weeks. 

The ten-point plan to 
improve the town centre 
traffic flow was proposed 
by Town Surveyor Daryl 
Chambers after extensive 
consultation with the 
public, parish councils 
and interested parties. 

The first stages of the 
plan have now been com¬ 
pleted with a controlled 
crossing replacing the 
zebra crossing outside the 
Post Office in West Street 
and the removal of the 
zebra crossing outside 
WH Smith in East Street. 

The success of the first 
stage of improvements 
was discussed at a meet¬ 
ing of the Highways and 
Transportation sub-com¬ 
mittee of the Bridport 
Town Council last week. 


There were mixed reac¬ 
tions from the committee 
on the removal of the 
Zebra crossing in East 
Street. 

Councillor Maggie Ray 
said: “I think a lot of peo¬ 
ple are missing that cross¬ 
ing. 

“Now there is a huge 
gap between Good News 
and the Town Hall and 
people are zig-zagging 
across the road and I do it 
myself. 

“If we are to have an¬ 
other pinch point I would 
suggest that we make it 
more equidistant between 
the two crossings.” 

This was not a view 
shared by everyone 
though, Councillor David 
Tett commented: “With 
the greatest of respect that 
happened when we had a 


crossing. What we’ve got 
now seems to be working 
and I am totally against 
another crossing.” 

Another concern at the 
meeting was the effect 
Spar would have on the 
traffic flow in the town. 

Councillor Keith Day 
raised the issue, he said: 
“The delivery potential of 
Spar will be somewhat 
different to Wool worths. 

“There is no formal 
loading bay at the rear of 
that building and I think it 
is something we should 
maybe consider in the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Councillor Dave 
Rickard shared this view 
and suggested imple¬ 
menting a restriction on 
delivery times in the town 
centre. 

Despite the comments, 
members of the commit¬ 
tee agreed that a true re¬ 
flection could not be 
gauged until all the meas¬ 
ures had been put in 
place. 

The next stage of the 
plan will be:

WHEN I was asked to be 
a judge this year’s Rotary 
Young Photographer 
competition I was both 
pleased to have been in¬ 
vited on behalf of the 
paper and also expecting 
a not too taxing evening.

Pub and hotel group accuse council of neglect 


AN OPEN letter from John 
Grantham of'Community Alert on 
Pubs & Hotels and their Closures' 
to David Clarke, Chief Executive of 
West Dorset District Council: 

Dear Mr Clarke, 

We believe WDDC has demonstrated 
serious neglect in duty of care to two 
West Dorset establishments. 

1) The Three Cups Hotel, Lyme 
Regis: Alarmingly, the central, shat¬ 
tering finding of TRI Consultancy’s 
report reads: “Over the last 20 years 
the exterior and particularly the inte¬ 
rior of the building have become se¬ 
verely dilapidated”. 

It’s ‘official’ - this iconic, Grade II 
listed building under WDDC author¬ 
ity is... “severely dilapidated”. 

Restoration / refurbishment cost to 
open would depend partly on the 
style, quality, rooms, etc, a particular 
(new) owner envisages - but no-one 
doubts it’ll be a seven-figure sum. 

Yet, TRI - as expected - confirms 
that, once opened, an additional four 
star boutique hotel in Lyme is viable. 

If indeed “the exterior and particu¬ 
larly the interior are severely dilapi¬ 
dated” how does this tally with Dr 
Evans’ WDDC letter, May 21st 2009, 
outlining just three areas for Palmers’ 
attention: kitchen skylight/flashings; 
ivy; and water ingress above rear pro¬ 
jecting bay? 

He concludes: “Once this work is 
complete the Council is content that 
the listed building issues at this prop¬ 


erty will have been addressed for the 
present time,” with the three repairs 
‘due for completion’ by June 7th. 

But ITV’s film broadcast of January 
25th 2010 on dilapidation, shows in¬ 
explicably they’ve still not been un¬ 
dertaken by Palmers. (English 
Heritage knows the situation.) 

Equally confusingly, Nigel Jones, of 
Chesterton Humberts, Palmers prop¬ 
erty agent, said in a local paper, May 
21st: “The building has not deterio¬ 
rated - remarkably, having been empty 
for 20 years, it is in such good condi¬ 
tion”. 

One hundred photos of inside, and 
the TRI organisation’s report, seem to 
suggest otherwise. 

And most outside guttering, piping 
and fire-escape stairs have collapsed, 
perished or are non-functional - in¬ 
deed two years ago a 30ft run of cast- 
iron guttering crashed 70ft onto the 
pavement below. 

From this, one burning issue 
emerges - how speedily WDDC now 
halts further dilapidation / collapse. 

If restoration will cost £3-£4 mil¬ 
lion, a new buyer must be searched for 
immediately, found fast, and start sal¬ 
vage work soon - perhaps buying the 
hotel for £1 (because of the £millions 
investment required... and after 
WDDC has compulsory purchased at 
say £1. 

WDDC should immediately an¬ 
nounce, and start implementing, its 
Compulsory Purchase, publicising 
strongly: “Buyer wanted!” 

Prospective buyers must obtain 


early viewings to clarify / confirm in¬ 
terest; compulsory purchase would 
follow, with sell-on at perhaps £1 to 
new buyer, on a ‘back-to-back’ 
arrangement, with WDDC offering 
grants / loans. Every day WDDC hes¬ 
itates, increases dilapidation, raises 
cost. 

By acting now, WDDC may avoid 
surely ignominious disrepute in local, 
national and international media for 
failing in its duty. 

Internet research shows WDDC’s 
inaction makes it ‘the most backward’ 
council in UK on solving hotel / pub 
‘eyesores’- meanwhile Lyme’s econ¬ 
omy has lost some £10-20 million 
from the 20 year shut. 

WDDC cannot duck responsibility 
by being diverted by talk of glossy 
new planning applications, flashy 
restaurant, seaviews for luxury flats 
with occasional affordable ones, civic 
amenities, or opening-up access to 
Langmoor Gardens... Lyme simply 
and urgently needs more hotel beds. 

Very specifically, Mr Clarke, given 
the powers WDDC possesses under 
the 1990 Planning (Listed Buildings 
and Conservation Areas) Act (partic¬ 
ularly sections 54-55 and 47-52 in¬ 
cluding compulsory purchase) can 
you please explain in detail just how 
WDDC has allowed this building to 
degenerate into its current parlous, 
last-chance-saloon “severely dilapi¬ 
dated” state - and confirm immediate 
actions? 

I will phone you this week to see if 
you and/or Dr Evans and/or Cllr 


Gould (having all sadly declined invi¬ 
tations to attend two public meetings 
with the residents of Lyme during 
2009) will now accept an invitation to 
attend there during February, given 
the alarming TRI Consultancy’s find¬ 
ings. We can agree time / date / chair¬ 
man. 

2) The Old Swan, Toller Porcorum: 

WDDC still refuses to take the neces¬ 
sary compulsory purchase action. 

The pub’s dilapidation 11 years after 
being shut by Palmers (mostly with 
rain pouring through an open part of 
the roof above the bar), has triggered 
serious physical rotting... and an esti-

volunteers to train as watchkeepers. 

Of course, in a tourist area, such as 
West Dorset, a local Coastwatch sta¬ 
tion will not only provide a service to

HE Boiler Scrappage Scheme is designed to 
encourage homeowners to upgrade the en¬ 
ergy performance of their heating and hot 
water systems by receiving a £400 cash incentive 
towards the supply-and-fit of a brand new boiler 
when scrapping their old one. 

The majority of homeowners aren’t aware of the 
age or condition of their existing boiler, yet the 
boiler is one of the most important installations in 
the home. If you have a G-rated boiler or below, 
the chances are it’s less than efficient. It is also a 
safe bet that your current boiler is out-of-guarantee, 
inefficient and costing you extra money to run. 
New, efficient boilers cost less to run, providing 
you with the temperatures you want and is covered 
under the supplier’s guarantee. 

The Government is offering up to 125,000 house¬ 
holds £400 towards the cost of upgrading their 
boiler (if G-rated or equivalent or worse) to a high 
efficiency A-rated one or a renewable heating tech¬ 
nology. This will help to save in the region of 
140,000 tonnes C02 per year - equivalent to taking 
45,000 cars off the road. 

■ WHAT are the benefits in upgrading your 
boiler? 

NEW boilers have rated efficiencies of 90 per cent 


or more meaning that they use less fuel, resulting 
in lower C02 emissions and running costs. Renew¬ 
able heat technologies do not use fossil fuels, re¬ 
ducing C02 emissions still further. 

For example, this means by upgrading your G- 
rated boiler to a A-rated condensing boiler, you can 
save over a third on your home heating bills. 

■ WHO is eligible for the scheme? 

THE scheme is open to 125,000 householders in 
England living in an owned or privately rented 
home. 

Please note: 

i) If you are a householder (including tenants) under 
60 you can only apply for the scheme if the boiler 
you are scrapping is in working order and is the 
main boiler used to heat the home. 

ii) If you are a householder (including tenants) and 
60 or over you can apply for the scheme regardless 
of whether the boiler you are scrapping is in work¬ 
ing order. However, it still needs to be the main 
boiler used to heat the home. 

Only householders and landlords who privately 
own and rent dwellings, are eligible to apply for a 
voucher. Boiler installers and manufacturers, local 
authority registered social landlords, and housing 
associations are not eligible to apply. 


■ WHO can carry out the installation of the 
new appliance? 

INSTALLATION of a gas or oil boiler, must be car¬ 
ried out by an installer registered with a competent 
person’s scheme, (such as GasSafe or OFTEC). In¬ 
stallation of a microgeneration technology must be 
carried out by a person qualified under the Micro¬ 
generation Certification Scheme. 

■ BOILER Scrappage Scheme Vouchers 

FROM January 18 th 2010, the Energy Savings Trust 
(EST) began issuing the £400 vouchers to those 
homeowners who have successfully applied for the 
recently launched Boiler Scrappage Scheme. 

The £400 vouchers should be received approxi¬ 
mately 10 days after receipt of your application to 
the EST. The vouchers are valid for 12 weeks from 
the date of issue and are to be redeemed against a 
new boiler from a manufacturer of an A-rated gas, 
oil or LPG units, or alternatively boilers with a Pas¬ 
sive Flue Heat Recovery Device, Micro CHP units 
or Microgeneration Certification Scheme-registered 
biomass boilers and heat pumps. Solar Thermal is 
also eligible if combined with an eligible boiler re¬ 
placement. Electric boilers are NOT eligible. 

Once you’ve received your voucher, you will need 
to contact your gas installer to arrange a date for in¬ 
stallation. Please note you cannot claim the 



£400 discount until the boiler installation work 
has been completed and payment has been made in 
full to the installer! 

To claim the £400 discount, send the voucher to¬ 
gether with the gas installation invoice to the En¬ 
ergy Savings Trust - AFTER you have paid in full 
for the new boiler and installation work. Payment 
will then be issued within 25 working days from re¬ 
ceipt of both of these items. 

If the voucher is not redeemed within the 12 week 
period, the EST will cancel the voucher and reallo¬ 
cate the funding to a new applicant.

Memories of Rowan Cottage

D O YOU have any 
stories or memo¬ 
ries of Rowan 
Cottage or Age Concern 
Dorchester? 

A lady associated with 
the charity for 20 years 
is gathering memories 
from anyone who has 
been associated with 
Age Concern Dorchester 
since its formation in 
1958. 

Wendy Hilton who is 
compiling the history 
and who retired from the 
Chief Officer’s job last 
October after eight years 
in the post, threatened to 
start the project whilst 
still in office. Unfortu¬ 
nately she never got 
around to it but has now 
started in earnest now 
she has a little more 
time. 

She said: “An amazing 
amount has happened at 
Rowan Cottage (a centre 
for older people’s serv¬ 
ices in Dorchester) over 
the last 50 years, since 
Roger Thomas, then 
Mayor of Dorchester 
saw two men sitting on 
a bench on a cold win¬ 
ter’s day with nowhere 
to go. 

“From the early meet¬ 
ings in the Dorchester 
British Legion Hall to 


today’s vibrant organisa¬ 
tion, providing many 
services across the 
county, there have been 
thousands of volunteers, 
clients and supporters in¬ 
volved. Everyone has a 
story to tell, which is part 
of the success of Age 
Concern Dorchester.” 

The original name was 
the Old People’s Welfare 
Committee and was gov¬ 
ernment run under part 
of Social Services. 

Two years after its 
foundation it moved to 
Rowan Cottage in Prince 
of Wales Road, and al¬ 
though its name changed 
to Age Concern Dorch¬ 
ester when it became an 
independent charity in 
1970, it is still affection¬ 
ately known by many as 
Rowan Cottage. 

Wendy added: “We 
want to tell that story for 
future generations, be¬ 
fore many of the people 
who were involved at the 
beginning are no longer 
with us. 

“Do you have story to 
tell, were you a volunteer 
in the early days, did you 
serve as a trustee or com¬ 
mittee member, did you 


help raise money or do 
you have photos or press 
releases highlighting 
some of the many occa¬ 
sions and events? 

“We have a very good 


record of the last ten 
years, so I am particu¬ 
larly interested in stories 
and pictures before the 
year 2000. 

“We want to involve as 
many people as possible 
who have memories, pic¬ 
tures, press cuttings etc. 


We need your help.” 

If you can help, there 
will be a drop in session 
for people with memo¬ 
ries next Wednesday, 
February 10 th from 
11.15am to 12.30pm at 
Rowan Cottage, 4 Prince 
of Wales Road, Dorch¬ 


ester.

New appraisal process for doctors 


DORSET will be one often pilot sites for a new ap¬ 
praisal process for doctors. 

The new system is designed to improve the quality 
and safety of patient care by providing assurances on 
whether local doctors are up to date with medical ad¬ 
vances and are fit to practice. 

The pilot studies are a key stage towards the intro¬ 
duction of a new system in which all doctors practic¬ 
ing in the UK will need to have their licences 
revalidated by the General Medical Council every five 
years. 

The pilot appraisals will test the role of the respon¬ 
sible officer, the senior doctor with local responsibility 
for overseeing the revalidation process, and test the 
proposals for a strengthened form of medical ap¬ 
praisal. 

Health Secretary Andy Burnham said:"Revalidation 
will now start to become a reality for doctors as we 
test how the appraisal process should work in prac¬ 


tice. 

"The work of these pilot sites will provide invaluable 
information which we will use when we roll out reval¬ 
idation across England. 

"Revalidation will provide the scrutiny that patients 
rightly expect. It will help support doctors to con¬ 
tinue to develop their skills through regular annual 
appraisals and ongoing professional development 
throughout their career." 

NHS Dorset quality and professional practice direc¬ 
tor Suzanne Rastrick said: "We are delighted that 
Dorset has been chosen to be one of the pilot sites 
for this initiative. 

"NHS Dorset already has robust systems in place to 
ensure high standards of medical care in general 
practice locally and this will put us in an excellent po¬ 
sition to take this scheme forward."

HEAD INJURY FORCES PITCH CHANGE 

■ Dorchester on top in 2nds derby clash ■ 


A PRETTY sharp frost over Friday night 
would have caused some wailing and 
gnashing of teeth locally as it threatened 
to disrupt the league programme even 
further. In the event though, most games 
went ahead, some after morning pitch 
inspections. 

BRIDPORT 48pts WESTBURY 3pts 

THE visitors belied their rather lowly 
league position, during the first quarter 
anyway, by giving the home side all the 
problems it needed. In fact it was West- 
bury who took the lead with a penalty 
goal after ten minutes, but they could 
well have scored a try before that, via an 
interception. 

The home side equalised however with 
a penalty goal of their own, kicked by 
Jack Guylor, early in the second quarter 
and thereafter the game developed into 
the Jack Guylor Show for a space. 

He followed this score with a try; run¬ 
ning round the Westbury number 12 
after his pack had provided set piece 
possession. He converted his own try 
and scored another touchdown a few 
minutes later when he was on hand to 
complete a counter attack after his col¬ 
leagues had run back a wayward kick out 
of the Westbury defence. He converted 
this one also before leaving the field with 
a tweaked hamstring, with his side now 
17-3 ahead. 

They increased this lead before the 
break when centre Tony Dommett got in 
under the posts after a brisk exchange of 
passes, following ball won from a lineout. 
Replacement kicker Stubbs goaled this 
one also and Bridport led 24-3 at the 
halfway stage. 

Winger, Paris Hawkes-Wellstead scored 
the try that put the result beyond doubt 
early in the second half, after he had 
rounded his marker, galloped down the 
outside channel and run to the posts. 
Lewis converted this one and added the 


extras to a Ben Allen try some ten min¬ 
utes later after the open side had got 
over from ten yards out after his side had 
won a lineout. 

Bridport were now out of sight at 38-3 
ahead and they scored unconverted tries 
by Lock Ethan Rawlings and winger 
Hawkes-Wellstead in the final quarter to 
complete their scoring. 

DORCHESTER 2nd 17pts 
BRIDPORT 2nd 3pts 

WHILE maintaining a distinct territorial 
advantage throughout, Bridport failed to 
turn pressure into points, especially dur¬ 
ing the second period. 

This, coupled with some defensive frail¬ 
ties allowed the home side to complete 
what was a deserved win. 

In fact it was Dorchester who took a 
seven point lead after some ten minutes' 
play when some ineffectual tackling al¬ 
lowed them to score a converted try. 
They added a penalty a few minutes later 
and, although the second quarter was an 
evenly contested affair, they took a de¬ 
served ten point lead in at the break. 

Although losing both Frampton and 
Wren to injury, Bridport had the better of 
the third quarter but could only reduce 
the arrears via the boot of Swatridge 
who kicked a penalty goal. They were "in 
with a sniff" at this stage but hopes of a 
win vanished when the home side com¬ 
pleted a good break with a few minutes 
left and stretched away by scoring a con¬ 
verted try. 

The final minutes were played out on a 
different pitch due to a head injury to 
Cameron Farquareson who, after a visit 
to hospital, appears no worse for wear, 
other than sporting an egg shaped lump 
on his forehead. 

MINETY 24pts DORCHESTER 36pts 

DORCHESTER won this one by a couple 
of scores in the end, but they had to 


come from behind to do so and had 
cause to be grateful to their, perhaps su¬ 
perior, fitness levels. 

After winning the toss, Dorchester de¬ 
cided to face the slope initially and fell 
behind to an early drop goal. In condi¬ 
tions not ideally suited to the purpose, 
Dorchester then put a sweeping move 
together that culminated in Jones touch¬ 
ing down between the posts. 

He converted his own try but could not 
add the extras to a Lee Harvey try, 
touched down a few minutes later. Nev¬ 
ertheless Dorchester would have felt that 
they were in control after half an hour's 
play with the scoreline standing at 3-12. 

The final few minutes of the first-half 
represented a shock/horror period for 
the visitors for, during them, Minety 
scored 21 points, running in three con¬ 
verted tries and reaching the halfway 
stage with a lead of twelve points. 

Leaving the visitors with much to do, 
and probably with a little shell shock. 

It was essential that Dorchester got the 
first score after the break and they did so 
via the boot of Jones, before Minety in¬ 
stituted a bout of pressure that threat¬ 
ened to increase their lead.

Minety, penned inside their own half 
and starved of usable possession, were 
in no position to chase the game effec¬ 
tively, especially as their opponents were 
out of penalty goal range at 28-24 in 
front. 

Jones' third penalty of the day in¬ 


creased the margin, and then, at the last, 
hooker Chalker put King away for the 
final score that gave Dorchester the win. 

The Dorchester coaches would have 
ended the day satisfied with their side's 
fitness levels, but a little concerned that, 
for the second week running, their side 
had conceded three tries. 

SALISBURY 2nd 12pts 
WEYMOUTH 39pts 

REALISING that the Weymouth first side 
were playing in the wilds of Salisbury, I 
phoned on Saturday afternoon, ostensi¬ 
bly to get the second team result and 
learned as an aside that the firsts had 
cruised to an expected and comfortable 
win. 

Imagine my concern when, after trawl¬ 
ing the RFU website later in the evening, 
I was informed that the reverse was true. 
A couple of subsequent phone calls clar¬ 
ified matters however and I found that 
my initial information was correct and 
that the published up to date league 
table for the Dorset & Wilts League Divi¬ 
sion One is probably wrong. 

I bet that one will take a bit of sorting 
out! 

WEYMOUTH 2nd 12pts 
BOURNEMOUTH 4th 21 pts 

UNFORCED errors, especially in the sec¬ 
ond-half were responsible for this home 
defeat. Weymouth had marginally the 
better for the first period and lead 
through a Nathan Allen try that he con¬ 
verted himself at the halfway stage. 

Errors then crept into the home effort 
and the visitors prospered as a conse¬ 
quence, scoring three converted tries be¬ 
fore Tom Moat led a home rally with an 
unconverted score that came too late to 
influence the result.
